Prospects For Autumn Business Show 
a Decided Improvement—Return of 
Gold to This Country Encourages 
All Lines of Trade—The Failures 
For the Past Week. 


New York. Sept. 5.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their weekly review of trade, say: 
“There is a distinct increase of con­ 
fidence, due largely to the continuing 
and heavy imports of gold, which have 
put an end to the money anxiety, and 
also to political 
events, 
which are 
closely watched. 
The gain in confi­ 
dence and in willingness to lend and 
invest gives reason to hope that the 
necessary 
replenishment 
of 
stocks 
which cannot be long deferred may be 
liberal enough to stimulate fair activ­ 
ity in trade and industry. 
“Wheat had suddenly risen a week 
ago, but reacted with better crop news 
until Thursday, when another advance 
came of I cent, making the net decline 
for the week 1% cents. 
Western re­ 
ceipts continued large, 5,215,706 bushels 
for the week, against 4,550,104 last year, 
making the increase since July I about 
12,000,000, or 13 per cent. Atlantic ex­ 
ports are also large. 
Flour included 
2,032,963 bushels, against 1,347,352 last 
year, and since July I 19,073,551 bush­ 
els, against 11,315,645 last year, a gain 
of 69 per cent. 
Gloomy stories found 
little support in such returns. 
“Corn has reached at Chicago the 
lowest point ever touched. 20 cents, in 
1861, and has again broken all records 
here, declining to 25% cents, at which 
it closed. 
“Cotton fell to 7.67 cents, but with 
revival of confidence rose to 8.50, al­ 
though the prospect is clearly more 
favorable than some weeks ago. 
“After many weeks of decline so that 
the average of prices for iron and its 
products wa3 the lowest since early last 
year, prices have started up a shade. 
The various associations have not re­ 
duced prices, believeing that it would 
not stimulate demand at present, which 
is extremely narrow and as yet shows 
no improvement. 
But the first long 
step in that direction is taken when 
men believe thai the bottom has been 
touched. 
Coke ovens operating are 
only 7,425, against 10,522 idle, with a 
smaller output than for years, but no 
change is made in prices. 
“The starting of some woolen mills 
which have been idle and accumulating 
orders for a short run is still balanced 
by the stopping of others, and the vol­ 
ume of orders does not increase. 
“No gain as yet appears in demand 
or prices. 
But a marked speculative 
buying of wool shows belief that prices 
will improve, and sales for the week 
wrere 4,377,600 pounds, of which only 
555,700 were foreign, much over half of 
the domestic sales being in Texas and 
far western states at prices ranging 
from 7@8%c. Cotton goods are grow­ 
ing stronger, more grades having ad­ 
vanced and though sales are moderate 
there are more buyers, indicating ex­ 
haustion of dealers’ stocks. 
“Failures for the week have been 
334 in the United States, against 186 
last year, and thirty-one in Canada, 
against thirty-eight last year.” 


CONVICT TELLS A SENSATION- 
STORY. 


C . O. Davies, Who, It It C harge, 
Wrecked a Bank at East Peru, 
Madison County, 
is 
Alleged 
to 
Have Been Ljncbed By Some of 
His Victims. 


Des Moines. la., Sept., 5.—About a 
year ago C. O. Davies, cashier of the 
Citizens’ hank of East Peru, Madison 
county, looted the institution and dis­ 
appeared with |14,000 of its money. 
After several months he was located 
and arrested in New York. 
He was 
brught hack to Iowa and lodged in jail 
at Winterset, county seat of Madison 
county, in which East Peru is situated. 
He and another prisoner, one Streeter, 
escaped. Streeter was caught, hut Da­ 
vies was never heard of again. 
Now comes a story that Davies was 
caught by a posse of farmers in the 
woods of Madison county and killed, 
buried and his death kept a secret be­ 
tween those who perpetrated the deed. 
Streeter, who is nowin the penitentiary, 
is given as authority for the story. 
Ed Jones, now in Omaha, has told the 
story there that he was in the W inter­ 
set jail at the time of the escape and 
after. He is said to have claimed that 
after Streeter was 
brought back 
to 
confinement and was visited at limes 
by some of the posse who had captured 
him. 
Jones claims to hay*1 overheard their 
conversations and learned from thorn 
that Streeter had seen the farmers kill 
and bury Davies. Streeter was spared 
on swearing not to tell what he knew 
and was taken back to the jail. 
Persons in Madison county who have 
been interested in the wreck of the 
bank have been looking up this story 
for two weeks and it has just oecome 
public. Davies’ relatives in New York 
have been notified, but they do not be­ 
lieve the story, although Mrs. Da\ies 
says she has not heard of lier husband 
since he escaped. 
The attorneys f* r 
the creditors of the hank, a Des Moines 
firm, have investigated tho case and 
place no reliance in the tale.

“ One day in Charing Cross station, 
lo n d o n ,” says a woman recently re­ 
turned from a considerable stay in the 
English metropolis to a Philadelphia 
Tim es man, “I noticed four young men 
w alking up and down the platform, 
sm oking and 
tw irling 
their 
canes. 
Presently from a third-class carriage 
of an incoming train stepped four good­ 
looking girls, 
weighted down with 
shaw ls, lunch baskets and valises. By 
the men, who had evidently been w ait­ 
ing for them, they were cordially 
greeted, but not relieved of their lug­ 
gage. So far as my eyes could follow 
th eir progress I saw the girls still drag­ 
ging their belongings and 
the men 
tw irling their canes. 
The incident 
strikingly illustrates the attitude taken 
tow ard women by Englishm en of the 
lower and middle classes. 
English 
women of no class have as nearly freed 
them selves from the help of the men 
as the Americans; the lower classes 
have not begun em ancipation. 
The 
new gospel has not yet been preached 
unto them . The attitude of an English 
girl toward her ‘young m an’ is of an 
inferior toward 
a superior. 
W hen 
w alking with him Sunday afternoon 
she is humbly receptive. She perm its 
herself no assertion or preferences. If 
the young man 
in his m ightiness 
chooses to make a rem ark, she smiles. 
lf he questions she shakes her head or 
sighs a monosyllable. If he wishes to 
sit down, she site down. If he desires 
to kiss her, she lets herself be kissed. 
She accepts everything as from a god. 
T hat the eyes of the deity may not be 
Offended, she is gowmed in her best. 
H alf her head is covered with woolly 
curls, protected from the breezes and 
the fog by the net of consecrated fash­ 
ion. 
H er flaring hat, covered with 
cheap flowers, is airily pinned on the 
hook ward slope of her head. W ith no 
coquetry other than this pluming of her 
person does she attem pt to please her 
future lord. Inevitably the man scorn* 
the woman’s intellectual life. An Eng­ 
lish settlem ent worker said to me, when 
I rem onstrated at his haying a Sunday 
afternoon m eeting for men only: 
‘If 
I said bring your wives and daughters, 
the men would not come. It would be 
Impossible for me to convince them 
th a t the mere presence of the women 
need not make our m eeting only fit for 
babes.'"
